Employees of the Bell System in Mani-

Winnipeg, Jan. 17.-^Many telephone 
employees pfjv,tjie government are to- 
day wondering ivMaf will bo done about 
Increases' 16 salaries promised by the 
Bell . company, to take (effect January 
1. On account of the transfer of the 
Bell interests, no advances were made, 
ft has been the policy of the Bell 
company to make advances to a large 
number of expert workmen, ranging 
from $S to $8 per month, on the flrst 
of each year. It is said the em- 
ployees will make representation's to 
the govemment very shortly, through 
the. commissioners on the subject.

New York, Jan. 17, — A northern gov- 
ernor and a southern editor and In- 
tellectual leader, whose activities aro 
conlined to no section, gave .sympathe- 
tic expression to tho needs, alms and 
hopes ot the colored race before a 
noteworthy audience at Carnegie hall 
tonight. 'To these peraopally d'^UyZ;, 
ered addresses wero <i(pEled -simtlMr 
sentiments In the f«rni of 'T.measages 
from Cardinal Gibbons and" sBrltish 
Ambassador James Brycc. ■ 

With unanimity tlicse men advo- 
cated further upportunltj- for this less 
fortunate people through popular sup- 
port of t))e . Tuskegce Institute, in 
the Interest of which the meetlng'>"wa8 
held. 

"We can never afford to lose sight 
of tho fundriTnfmtal.objects alike of en- 
lightened self-interest, of philanthropy 
and of patriotism," .«aid Governor 
Hughes. "These are, first, to give o])- 
portunity and stimulus so tliat each 
man may make tho most of himself. 
A few centuries ago tlio ancestors of 
niost of UK were living a .'-ravage life in 
the forests of nortlicrn Europe. The 
black man is entitled to his chance. 
Tlicro is no color line in good work, 
wlietlicr of hand or br.'iin. We want 
neither slaves nor serfs, or any body 
of citizens perjuanently below the 
standards which must bo maintained 
for the preservation of the republic." 

The other formal .iddre.ssc.ci wero by 
Henri \\'atterson, wlio .'^poke on "Tho 
N'egrci's I'uturo," and l)r. IJooker T. 
Washington, who tohl ni" the work of 
the educational institution of whlcli 
he Is the head. The meeting was ar- 
ranged by the Armstrong association,! 
it.s purposi^ being to launch a cam-j 
paign of money rai.sing for Tuskegec. 1 
The letter of regret from the British! 
ambas.sador said in part: "There I 
aro, it scorns to me, two tilings which j 
most need to be done for the colored j 
race. One thing Is to provide a good i 
education for those of superior talents, 
who are to be its iihysirl;i ns, clergy 
and fperliaps most of lis teacliers, 
"Tho other is to do fnr the biillc of 
tho race by .systematic training that 
which many centuries o( practice have 
done for the white, namely, make the 
bruin and the (Inger.s apt f(U- tlu! vari- 
ous forms of labor, (urn out worlvineii 
who nvc alilo to earn thi>ir living liy 
tlieir handicraft, men with liabits oC 
steady ajiplicatlon, men wlio can lind 
pleasure in the excrcisM of skill, 'i'his 
is an undei-taking of sniirenie import- 
ance, affecting not only the welfare 
the colored race itself, but also the 
lulorests of the slates which tliey may 
Inhaliit. It is the sin-est wa>' along 
which tlie r.'u-o can make solid and 
enduring progress, i'-or tlie sake (.f it 
one would like to see a dozen 'I'uske- 
goes established In tlie soutli, follow- 
ing tho lines which Tuskegec lias 
trained them.

Lord Curzb'ri recenlljr complained 
that he has' been'' debarred irpm en- 
tering the Houae bt Lords, thrpugh the 
ordinary channel ' by the' refusal of 
Prime Minister Campbell-Bannerman 
to allow 'him to take his place with 
all the other; ex-vlcc\roys of India on 
the benches of the upper IIouso. When 
this staterrient was made It was pre- 
sumed that when Lord Curzon retired 
as Vice'-oy of India, he Intimated tliat 
as an ex-viceroy, he would like to be 
made an Englisli peer, and Sir Henry 
refused to recommend him. 

It is tho belief that tho Liberals have 
another Irish home rule bill In contem- 
plation, and that it has received what 
is regarded as the signilicant suiiport 
of Alexander Ure, Solicitor General for 
Scotland. This afternoon Mr. Ure was 
addressing tho students of Glasgow 
university. He remarked that the 
I'remier's name would be associated 
with jnany., - great ,, ^refo.rms. "Home 
rule?'' suggested'^'d' .voice W aud- 
ience. 

To this Mr Ure replied: "I fervently 
hope, and I am certain that my chief 
shares the hope, that his name will be 
associated with the granting to our 
fellowcountrymen in Ireland full and 
unfettered control of their own af- 
fairs."

Paris, Jan. 17. — ^Premier Clemen- 
ceau, Foreign Minister Pichon and Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannermanj the 
British Premier, who passed through 
the French capital on his way from 
Barrlbe to London recently, had a 
long conversation regarding tiie situa- 
tion in Morocco, the result of wliich, 
has not. however, been publlslied. 

The fact of the growing fanaticism 
of the Moors in favor of iStului Halld, 
who now has been proclaimed sultan 
at both Morocco City and Fez, makes 
the position of Franco in Morocco in- 
creasingly difllcult. Appreliensions 
are cropping uj) that perhaps France 
may liave been backing tho wrong 
hni-se, and tliat it would be better to 
accept Mniai Hafid, if he does not ro- 
l)udl;ito the Algcclras act. At any 
r.'ito tho government is now awaiting 
developments.

The 
building, wliich Is oi^ned by tiie Grand 
Lodge of Masons, is insured for .pOO,- 
!000 and tho contents for $35,000. The 
llirst lloor of the building was occupied 
I by several stores, all of which wero 
damaged by water. The records and 
'archives of the grand lodge are be- 
lieved to bo intact as they were all 
kept in a vault in the cellar. Tho loss 
on the building and tlie Masonic 
equipment was idaced at $250,000. Tho 
jVIasonic Temple is a I'our-story edirico 
Willi a width of ;ibout 100 "f(>et on 
Charles street and a do])tli of about 
200 feet. 'I'lio walls, oiviiip to their 
thickness, staiui iiractically intact.

Washington, Jan. 17.— Tho above 
despatch from Rio Janeiro thoroughly 
established the falsity of sini.ster ru- 
mor circulated in many American 
cities today as a gravp catastrojiho to 
the American lleet. Tho rumor, or- 
iginating In unsci'iipulous quarters, was 
systematically distributed troiii Boston 
to San J^ranclscQ, a number of news- 
papers being misled into printing tho 
report, which was not only groundless, 
but was calculated to excite tho grav- 
est alarm among tho friends and rela- 
tives of the thousands of ofUcors and 
men aboard the American .ships.

Tokio, Jan. 17. — The diplomatic re- 
lations between China and Japan 
over the proposed Sin-min-tuii/Faku- 
ninn railroad hnve reached a stage 
wherein Japan ha.s assumed a moat 
firm attitude and lias assured Clilna 
that a railroad parallelling the South 
Manchurian road will not bo built be- 
cause it violates both the spirit and 
the letter of the Pekin treaty. A 
Uritish syndicate has proposed to 
Inilld the railroad. The correspondent 
of tlie ..Associated .Pre^s has been in- 
formed' ''tiy/:thei authorities, at' Tokio 
that under no circumstances will 
Japan permit construction to com- 
mence. In reply to the question: 
"What will you do about It? , a mem- 
ber ol tho cabinet replied, "We will 
stop it." 

Tliat .Tapan would not permit the 
construction of the proposed Hsin- 
minluii-B'akumen railroad was inti- 
mated to China more or less forcibly 
nearly three weeks ago. The reason 
gl\'en for this refusal, according to 
desiiatclies Irom Pekin, are that a 
jiarallel line would injuriously affect 
the Japanese railroad, and China's 
rejoinder tliat tho line! would not be 
built neari^r the Japanese line than 
Is customary In foreign countries is 
declared by the Japanese government 
to be untenable.

Japanese Immigration 

"Tlie commission above mentioned, 
referring to tlie matter of Japanese 
Immigration, recommended the pas- 
■ sage of tho Natal act. If tho absolute 
restriction of Japanese could not be 
effected by any other method. , Wome 
negotiations were entorod;' Iiitp," , ap- 
parently between tho, governments of 
Japan and Ottawa, dealliig\wlth the 
restriction of Immigration,'; from 
Japan, and We were told repeatedly 
by the Preniior';6tiCana|ilU, as well as 
by his inlnister/'VHoriiSMi'. Fisher, that 
a written agroe'meht ;exlsteLl bciween 
the .lapanesc governnieiit which 
would restrict the inunlgralion from 
Japan to a limited number not to ex- 
ceed four or five hundred yearly. At 
the 1907 meeting of the Pederal house, 
a treaty was ratUicd giving- to the 
J;ipanese the right of i'rcc and un- 
restricted entry into any part of Can- 
ada, and as a result ot this no less 
than ten thousand Japanese came on 
oiir shores, 'durjng , tho year 1907. 
The Prbmlgr of Canada, now de- 
clares ,lh' .vlridieation of his govern- 
ment's action' that., the vvrltton assur- 
ance of the government' of 'Japan as 
to the restriction of irn'mlgratlon was 
sufficient justification for the ratifi- 
cation of that treaty. Does it not 
occur to us, liowever, as British 
Columbians lliat if necessity for any 
restriction exi.sted, that that restric- 
tion should be part and parcel ot the 
treaty. However, we can understtind 
the Premier of Cantidn, in liis attitude 
at this (luestion — we can under.staiid 
it is a diliicult matter indeed to bring 
arguments to bear with eastern Ciiii- 
adiaiLS as to tho dillicultic.-i surround- 
ing this question. This was clearly 
demonstrated by the attitude of the 
premier in addressing a meeting at 
Ottawa a few weeks ago, during the 
progress ot a by-election, when ' he 
di^clared that Brltlh Columbia's at-- 
tltude on that question was wrong, 
and our sentiments were wrong. As 
I sny, we can understand tlie aiiathj' 
of .Easterners who are not at all ac- 
quaiii.ted with the conditions sur- 
rounding this cla.ss of immigration, 
but what can be said of the cour.«o 
followed hy the seven Liberal mem- 
bers that this province sends to Ot- 
tawa, and who certainly should be 
well aciinainted with the different is- 
,sues involved. { 

Members at Ottawa 

''Hon. Air. Templeman, whom Vic- 
tprians have sent to Ottawa as min- 
ister oC the crown for British Colum- 
bia, should be, owing lo his long resi- 
lience liere, thoroughly conversant 
with this question. The Liberal-La- 
bor leader. Air. Smith, of Ntmaimo, 
should also be very coiu'ersaiil witli 
tlie evil elfects of Jaiiancse unr(;s- 
tricted immigration. Air. .Smith has. 
in his career, rubbed elbows in tl)e, 
mines of this country with ' the. scinS 
of tlie "Itising Sun." I well "remember,, 
the time, when as a member of this 
House, Smith could most enter- 
tainingly and rntelligently discuss 
this questlph, and his arguments al- 
ways: appettled'' to me as carrying 
great force. Mr. McPlierson, of Van- 
couver should al.so be faniilitir with 
this question; but is it not extracu-- 
diiiary that tliose gentlemen, together 
with the other members at C)ttawa 
from 'Prltish Columbia, should on the 
occasion of the raUllcatlon of the 
treaty lakr so little interest in our 
welfare aiul in our lionics, iis to allow 
the conlirination of lliis treaty pro- 
viding tor unrestricted immigration 
into tills country, without raising 
their voices in protest against it. Put 
those self same gentlemen, ropresont- 
ing us at ottawti, must feel in no 
small measure the blame' and 'Tespoh- 
sibility for those unfortunate occur- 
rences which U-ansplred a' tevi months 
ago in the city of Vancouver. When 
this infiux was at its lielght, and 
steamer after steamer was unloading 
Its cargo of human freight on our 
shores, had those gentlemen put up a 
defence against the ratification of the 
treaty unless the written assurance 
which we now hear so much about, 
being part and parcel ot that treaty 
and fought the issue as "Pritisli C.ol- 
unihians, I am C(juvinced that some- 
thing might have iiiateriaU-/,ea from 
tlieir efforts in this direction. It was 
llieir plain duly to defend British Col- 
umbia mi this question, until sui-li time 
as their defence received recognili<ui 
m- else continue the firfit until the 
governmont would be Jompelletl to 
wifhdraw the treaty altogether. 
Vancouver Riots 

"I am not one of tliosu wlio would 
wisii to condone, or tipiiear to condone 
rioting or mob violence under any 
circumstances. We belong to a race 
tliat dwells under the protect itm of the 
Hag of nil Kmiiire, which fur cenlui'- 
ies has licen tlie "Beacon Light" of 
•tdvancing civili/.ation and intelligent 
citizeiisiiiii, wlilch in all countries and 
climes, wlierever it Uoats, is the em- 
blem of iirotection and of justice to 
.ill who come under its folds, be they 
white, brown or black; but I do say, 
tiiat on tlio occasion of these riots In 
the city of Vanconver, ot whicli fact 
the whole world has had notincation 
through our press, and of which the 
criticism in some directions Is very 
marked, the provocation was very 
great, but such a provocation never 
could have arisen if our Liberal inem- 
l^ers at Ottawa had taken advanlago 
of tho occasion and fought this issue 
to the bllti'r end, in defiance of our 
home and the future development and 
welfare of the province of British Col- 
umbia. / 

''Better Terms" 

"I'he speech fi'om the throne refers 
to th(^ iiuesttoh of 'Bbtter Terms,' and 
the premier's mission to England In 
connection therewith, as represent;ttlvo 
of British Columbia. It will be remem- 
bered that shortly before the proroga- 
tion of this, .legislature last year, the 
premie!!' was •bbU^iBd to proceed to 
Bnglan'd to protest against tlie force 
of Imperial sanction being given to 
certain resolutions and arrangements 
arrived at, at a conference of jbri^iiiers 
,B.% Ottawa, In the year lOOG, and to 
"which British Columblii, represented by 
tlie Hon, Richard IvIcBrlde, was not an 
assenting party. Tlie thanks ot the 
country arc due the honortible gentle- 
man for the successful culmination of 
Ills visit to the foot ot the liirnne, 'i'he 
people ot Hritisli Clolumbia are not un- 
mindful of the efforts put forward by 
the honorable premier at Ottawa, tuid 
doubly thankful are tlioy at the out- 
come of his mission to I'^iigland. Tlie 
disparaging and malicious relli^-tions 
and reports of the Liberal press of 
Brltjsh Columbia as to the possiiile out- 
come of hi.s negotiations in England, 
must by all, be well remembered. II 
WHS clearly aiipareiit that It was the 
expectation and wish of that press that 
his efforts In England In defending 
Hritlsh Columbia's case, would bo un- 
fruitful of any good results; but I am 
proud to say, a.s a suiiportcr of that 
iKmorable gentleman, and also as a 
resident of British C'olumbla for intuij' 
years, that Ills mission was entirely 
Bi.iccesstul, and never In tlie history of 
British C,olunibla has any of lior citi- 
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zens created , a better- >lmpression, or 
received a mpre hearty and .einthusiastic 
receptlohibn hls-.hiphie-eomlng, than did 
the honoratiie gehtleimtih^On hi return 
from his'mlssidh to- England. I have 
yot to hear any honorable gentleman, 
eltlior In this liouse or out of It, say 
that the treatment accorded Britisli 
Columbia at that conference, -n'here It 
was iiroiioscd to settle British Colum- 
bia's linancial affairs, linally and for- 
ever, fluit the aniount proiiosed to be 
granted of one liuiidred tliousantl dol- 
lars a year, for ten years, was in any 
way adeeiuatc to meet the conditions 
which wo are confronted with hero to- 
day. That being the case, would it 
not have been most cruelly unjust for 
the future of British Columbia that the 
resolution and iiiiposition of; that coii- 
feronco should receive Imperial sanc- 
tion a^ final and unalterable. 

Mr. Fielding's Attitude 
"Hon. Mr. Fielding, finance minister 
at Ottawa, in a discussion of this 
question a few weeks aero, as reported 
in Hansard, says: 'That the premier of 
British Columbia 'came to the confer- 
ence with the determination that any- 
thing you could do for him would not 
satisfy him; that instead of coming 
tliere to get an arrahgement for Bri- 
tish Columbia, he came there to get a 
grievance.' Undoubtedly, Air. Speaker, 
he got that grievance, and the elector- 
ate of Britisli Columbia apparently felt 
that his grievance had some weight, 
when on the' occasion of his appeal to 
the country last l'"ebriiary, shortly 
after Ills return from hhigland, ho was 
endor.sed by the electorate of this in-ci- 
vince in such a siileudidly liaiidsi.iiiio 
niiinner. Air. Fielding further says 
that 'we entered Coiifedoi-ation of our 
own free will, and if we are asked to 
live up to the terms of Confederation 
our people should not complain — our 
people, he says are not a party of 
children, and the,\- do not rt'iiulve any 
"baby act" for their ijrotectiim,' Bri- 
tish " Columbians are not children, 
neither do we reiiuire a. 'baby act' for 
our protection; but I submit, sir, when 
we can deniDiistratc by cimclusive 

i argumi'iit and statistics that British 
C(duinljia has in.it received fair li-eat- 
meiit, and that we have not been treat- 
ed by Ottawa in accordance with the 
spirit, or interest of the terms of union, 
that our (,'asc should be fouglit ottt dr- 
terininedly until such time as we can 
secure the treatment which is due us. 
is it possible that the fathers ot Con- 
federation over anticipated or intended 
that we, as citizens of 'his western 
liroviiK.'c, should be penalized, its it 
were, for joining the Confedertition (it 
the province. No, on the other hand, 
it was clearly the intention and )nir- 
posc of that union that each and every 
jiroviiice should have an opportunity of 
presenting Its case to tlici )ii-oper 
authorities at Ottawa, and, if it was 
found that a grievance existed il was 
the ilutj-, and has been the custom fer 
many yetirs to remeib' the grievance as 
early a.s possible either through the 
two governments themselves, or by 
board of arbitrators. This Is clearly 
denionsti'iited on many occasions. Nova 
Scoll.i , had Its hoard of arbitration, 
New Brunswick has l:ad the same, aiul 
many of tiie other provinces have been 
trciited in like manner. 

Ample Justification 
"Is there not somo justilicatioii for 
the attitude of tlieprcunier in his strong 
and determined liglit for better tiu'ius, 

! when we can point out since 1871, 
when We joined Confederation, we have 
ptiid into the Dominion treasury no 
less than $i;(),flOO,000 over and above 
what We have received buck again In 
public works and oilier puhllc expendi- 
turos in tho province.

• Durnig the past year, owing in a 
1 great measure to the extraordinary 
innancial strinttency, tlie tlnanco min- 
ister was approached by the liolder.g 
of the loan of 190'i, to vvlileli I liave 
I just referred, with a view of avrung- 
jing-, It possible, for tlie iKiymenl of the 
whole or part ot it at once. Rather 
than In yearly instalments as pro- 
vitled (or in that measure, the finance 
minister liaving a large deposit at the 
banlts, on M'hicli a low rate of interest 
was hclns paid to the province.

Surplus Still Remains. 
"In adilitlori to this we are .ul\-i.<eil 
in tlie s|j(X'eli from tlie throne tliat :i 
substantial surplus will be iireseiiteil 
by the liiianeo minister duriiip the 
course of this session, in fact, i 
lead to understand that the surplus at 
the end of tlie linancial year will

Timber Policy

to speak to a siniil.ar i-i.\solutlon, I ad- 
vi.'ied this licuisc and tills fiovenimeiit 
that before any very great ixctivily 
could be brought about in the lum- 
bering and sawmill industries, some 
security of title would be necessary for 
the mlllmen to their holdini;s of tim- 
I bor. Prior to 1905 tlie I.anll act pro- 
[ vided for the issuance of special tim- 
ber Iicen.sos at the rate of east 
of the Cascade range of mountains, 
and $H0 west ot the same range, in 
areas of one mile, the license being 
renewable from year lo year, at tlio 
.discretion of the chief commissioner 
of lands and works. 1 iiointed out 
that the mlUman was in this position 
—while he might Hold sufllclent areas 
of timber to justify lilm In malcing 
big expe.ndltures in plant, machinery 
and development, at the same time 
upon^maklns;: application, for a- renew- 
al,,, of- the licenses.'ho. found I that his 
appiicatioa was subject to th& dlBore- 
tlon of the chief dommlssibner of ^Ittnda 
and works, and he rfilght^find hiwscic 
at any time with a large ahd expoh- 
i^lve plant on his Hands, attd no raw 
material' behind him to keep his plant 
in operation. 

Land Act Amended 
"In 1905 the Land act in reference 
to timber was amended so that a li- 
cense was renewable of course, sub- 
ject to certain conditions and regula- 
tions, for ,a period of tweiil.\ -one years. 
Almost Imniedlateiy the effect of this 
legislation was felt on tlie revenue of 
the province. Mlllmen came to our 
province from different points in the 
United States and elsewhere, brought 
capital to our country, developed our 
resources,' feeling conlldent that their 
title to their holdings should nut be 
affected hy any decision of the chief 
commissioner of lands and works, or 
any member of the government, and 
the result t6day Is that for tiie yo.ir 
1907 we have a revenue from this 
source alOne of not less than $1,250,000. 
Owing to this Increased revenue and 
to the increasing revenue from other 
sources, tile government feels that they 
will have suificlent revenue yearly, for 
many years to come, without further 
alienation of the tlmbel- lands of the 
province, and as a result an order-ln- 
councll was passed on the 24th day 
of December reserving from further 
alienation any more timber lands of 
the province. 

Apfiroves of Withdrawal 

"1 wish' to congratulate the govern- 
ment for the course they have follow- 
ed In this important qucstiuu. The 
preservation of our forests, and the 
protection of our rivers and streams, 
which are, in a great measure, de- 
pendent upon the pi-esorvatlon of ilio 
forests, is one of the inost vital im- 
portance to the future welfare of lirit- 
Ish Columbia. I am sure tlio rn^.-isure 
Is In the public Interest, and will be 
appreciated, indeed by tlie whole of 
the people of this province. it is es- 
timated today that the area of 6,500 ooo 
acres of timber land in this province 
is already held- under timber licenses. 
This shpuld.,keep the Industry sufll- 
cicntly well supplied with raw material 
for many years to come, and a proper 
preservation of the forests' will also 
be greatly appreciated In years to

yesterday by J. il. Hawthornthwalte, 
M.P.P. The reason for this action 
has not as yet been snnounced. Mr. 
Hawthornthwalte brought the matter 
to the attention of the governmont and 
usited what they purposed ' doing to 
provide, employment for the men thus 
throvyli vpul bf - work. V; 

"I ^rl^e'- ftJ! a. ' questloh of privilege," 
said Mr. Hawthbrnthwaite; the mem- 
ber for Nanal9iC(,,,;imjnedlately before 
the adjournment: of . tlip^Houso yester- 
day afternoon. ''I ha-ve Just received 
word from Nanaimo, .that one of the 
mines has .sbeen closed dWrt, which 
moans a very cpnaldorable/recluotlon In 
the number of (,men j enjp^^ of 
wlioni I understand are 'ttr^ of 
employment for an Indefinite period, 
while moreover there does not appear 
to be any prospect of their getting 
work again at any early date. I now 
wish to call the attention of the hon. 
tlio premier to the condition these men 
are In. Jlany of them were brought 
here 1j,\- ihe promises made to them by 
agi'ius of till;; government, and I con 
sequeiitly think tliat some steps sliould 
mi [be taken to relieve the situation in 
that clt\-. 'i'he governmont have glv 
en assurances in tlie past that In such 
eondition.s productive works would be 
taken up; and sometlilng should cer- 
tainly now be done in tliat direction 
Hon. Richard McBride in r,_.r,|y 
said: 

•1 readily appreciate the motive

With respect to government wprks, 
however, 1 cannot at this, inomeht^re- 
cail to mind any roads or public un- 
dertakings in the province which 
could at once be taken up for the re- 
lief of tiie pe>rsons, to whom my Hon. 
friend from .Nanaimo has referred .and 
which it is ill the power of tlie ex- 
ecutive to order under Ininiediate 
construction for this purpose. 1 
wish, iiowever to asKiire my Hon. 
friend that no time will be lost by 
the government of the day In giying, 
attention lo the matter which .he has 
brought before tlie liouae. 

"Now, Sir, one more observation; I

to take the Hnu.!e into my conlidence. 
and to give the in fonnatioii and the 
nssnranees which I liave :iust now 
communicated to this House in respect' 
to public works being tindertal.-en for 
the relief of the people in question."

In reply to a request that 
the government would take any steps 
in its pov.'er to providi; employmont for 
those nien, wlio had thus been Ihrown 
out of work, the Premier told the 
House that he was In a position to 
announce the eatly beginning of con- 
struction upon the extension , of the 
K. & N. railwaj', which will require the' 
services of a large number of men. Ho 
also -oald that as far as the govcrn- 
nient Was able it would inaugurate 
public works with the same object, 
ajthbtigh he, was unable to say on the 
spur of the moment If anything could 
bo done in that way. Referring to the 
statement that some of the men, who 
are thrown out of work, .had been 
brought to British Columbia! through 
rcpresentalive's of the agents of the 
local governii-ient, he said that if any 
;such cases were brought to the at- 
tention of the executive he would see 
that faith was kept with the persons 
whose position had been prejudiced by

BRITISH PESSIMISM. 

The tone of the British papers, 
which come to^hanft- nowadays is dis- 
tinctly pessimistic. - If one were left 
to forrn . filS' judgment from the edi- 
torials appearing from day to day In 
leading papers, especially those print- 
ed In London, no other conclusion 
would bo possible than that the coun- 
try-Is '.rapidly going to the^-dpgs, and 
thai'"it?'ls time to write "Icliibbii" on 
the walls and proclaim to all the world 
that- British "glory has departed"; but 
those of us who have kepf track ot 
thlngs/-vyiU have no difficulty. -In re- 
calling other occasions, when the tone 
of the press of the ITnited , Kingdom 
was even more lugubrious than it Is 
now. AA'hen we look back a contury 
ago when that nation stood alone 
against the world in arms, there were 
hundred^ and thpj^sands .pf ifjeople who 
professetl' to bleliWe thai, the day .ot 
doom was aljout to come. AVe have at 
hand some pamphlets written about 
that time, and in the quarter of a cen- 
tury preoeflirig -i tt;'. . also ' some iothers 
written about fifty years befOre. It i.s 
made clear enough by these pamph- 
leteers-- that nothing could possibly 
save the country.^ The British people 
have a remarkable habit of working 
■ themselves up> into panics. AVhen 
Tennyson wrotc^ his poem. "Form, 
form, RIflemen. -form," • in'" which ho 
voiced the spirit of the volunteer 
movement, the whole eoniitr\- had 
managed to fret itself into a state 
of excitement over nothing at all. -' 
"It is true that we have a faltilful ally. 
But only the devil knows what he 
raeans." 

Thus wrote the laureate, the refer- 
ence being to Napoleon III. The scare 
passed. It resembled although it 
w;is ir.oro intense than the recent 
German scare, and had even less basi.j. 
The inalienable right of an English- 
man to grumlilei ls well knovvn, but It 
is also well ktiiown that down in the 
bottom of his heart he does not believe 
a word ho saj-s about himself. In this 
respect he is the very antithesis of hi.; 
American cousins. They are not quite 
sure of themselves," and so they talk 
very loud and long about their prow- 
ess.

London .Standard— There , can be no 
doubt that tho recent .^fjorts .to, reunite 
the Irish ParllameAtary-^jJarty have 
grievously , failed- Nor' can jtlw^-e be 
'any doubt that IVCr. 'Jolm . Redmond 
comes out of the 'negotiations with a 
;aistIh"ot loss of prestige. To under- 
stand the position one must go back to 
'Wio-days of the Land Conference. When 
tiie-Wyndham Land Act was producea 
i't wa^ the result of a conference at 
which.' bdth landlords' and tenants' re- 
presentatives came, to an agreement. 
That 'agreement was subsequently ra- 
tified by the National Convention. But 
acme time afterwards Mr. John Dillon 
discovered that the Land Act. was too 
favorable to the landlord.s, and, to the 
ciiagrln of Mr. O'Brien, he took the 
field against if. Since tiion there have, 
been two forces in Irish politlcs-r- 
O'Brionlsm, which Is a policy of "take 
what you can get and use It as a lever 
for getting more," and Dillonlsm, wnich 
is a policy of rejecting everything ...liort 
of what is called "Boer Home R->.le." 
Each side lias hail advantages in the 
struggle. Whore Mr. O'Brien's advle.c 
was taken the farmers bought their 
land; where Mr. Dillon's advice was 
tak(m they did not.- Little by little 
(loiii)ts as to the Dillon policy began 
to obtrude theuiselves. The rejection 
of the Irish Council Bill accentuated 
these doubts, and the pressure from 
Sinn h'ein, which flourishes on the iii- 
effoctiveness of Parliamentary agita- 
tion completed tho transfer of opinion. 
But Dillonlsm had- on Its/slde the great 
advantage of control o£> tlio "political 
machine" and; tho T';-fess.f The "Free- 
man's Journar."ana ' the ' Press. The 
"Freeman's Journal"- supports Dillon- 
ism through tljlck, arid thin. But for 
some time i)a9t,-Biri<!&2the death of his 
Wife, 'Mr. r>iUpn*;Ulj'as.;i^yIthdrawii from 
public life, arid •'M'r.'iiRedmond took ad- 
vantage of tho opportunity to try to 
come to terms with Mr. O'Brien. Mr. 
O'Brien and Mr. Healy both held that 
the party pledge bound those who took 
it to abide by the decisions of the party 
in Parliament; but left them free to 
discuss questions of policy in Ireland. 
However, they gave waj- on this point, 
and agreed to a definition of the party 
pledge that Vmund them in and out of 
Parliament. They also agreed to a 
rather platudinarian statement of na- 
tional policy. But when it came to a 
really practical step an Insuperable dif- 
ficulty arose. Mr. O'Brien asked that 
a national convention should be called 
to give its ratification and glossing to 
the reunion. Moreover, lie asked for a 
convention called on a new basis, one 
that would give O'Brlenism a . fairer 
chance. Mr. Redmond refused. The 
reason is obvious. A convention ap- 
proving of O'Brienisni, which is the 
policy of "giving Blrrell a chance," 
would practically set the seal of ap- 
proval on Devolution, which, has al- 
ready been rejected. . It would dictate 
a new policy to the Nationalist Press; 
it would bring at least- one prominent 
member intp revolt, and Wltli.'^Wirii :the 
Ginneils land SHeehys' and other Irre- 
eonQllablef. The only result of the ne- 
febtMrbtiH la to give a qualified appro-, 
val to O'Brlenism by Mr. Redmond, and 
to piut Mr. Redmond in the unenviable 
position of a leader who Is afraid of 
an appeal to the country. Meanwhile 
no practical effect can be given to the

tt is rare that Vlctoi*la,n8 iifive the; 
opporturiity of hearing as delightful a- 
cohcert as that given In the theatre 
last evening by Herr Rudolph 
Kaps and the assisting artist.^.

Jlore ex- 
Cjuisite ensemble playing it would bo 
difiicult to imagine. '.I'o this number 
followed three selections by Jlaster 
Leopold Rosen, a boy of, as ho says, 
"ten and eleven." Those wlio go to 
hear this marvellous lad ought to go. 
with open minds, and they will have 
a surprise in store for them. He is not 
sinipl.v a wonderful player for a 
bov, but an artist of liigh class, who 
r.iays difllcult music with a breadth of 
tone and a facility of execution . which 
l.«i a m.arvel.' Nor is thjs all, for this 
little fellow catches the spirit .of every- 
thing he playB, whether ■> it is the- 
dreamy sweetness ofi Traumerle or the. 
dashing movements of a Scherzo by 
evens. There lis a swing to his play- 
ing that canifot have been taugl>t him. 
Ha brings out hlajiotes clear 'jyid full, 
doubie-'stoDS •with preclalBii and h5in- 
dleii ' harmonies with ease. He is a 
charirilng and Impressive player, and 
if It is possible for him lo improve 
proportionately, with liia years he will 
become the gireatSst violinist of the 
clay. A wonderful thin^ about 
him is that he plays with a Sym- 
pathy that one would never 
look for in the pleasant 
boyish little fellow ho is oft the stage. 
The audience wont in raptures over 
liiin, and the $20 gold-piece which the 
Lieutenant-Governor gave him after 
the performance, served as a slight ex- 
riressioii of a satisfaction which every 
one In the house felt. Herr Bosse is 
a line pianist. As an accompanist ho 
would be ha.ril to equal, and us a, 
soloi.st lie is brilliant and iiowerful. Hi.i 
interuretation of lasj't's paraphrase 
from Higoletto was one of the most 
telling exhlliitions of jilano-forte play- 
ing tlrit has been heard in Victoria in 
many vears. 

Of Herr Ivapp.s as a 'cellist it is 
imposslhle lo speak in words other 
than of high praise. He is certainly a 
master of that most effective Instrn- 
ment. He plays vvith gentleness or 
fiery energy as the Interpretation of 
his"various'themes refiulre. At times 
giving out a breadth of tone that 
swells like the b.-iss notes of an organ 
and at times whispering the most ex- 
quisite melody. His playing is re- 
iiiarK-able .for the al.isence of anything 
like affccta.tioii of style. His art ia the 
kmd that conceals art, .so simply dooa 
he executes the most difficult and ef- 
fective pasages. 

The concert can only be described In 
superlatives. The artists were ex- 
ceedingly obliging in tho matter of en- 
cores, and when It i,s said that they 
left a delightful Impression uijon their 
audience it is tlie simple truth. ^he

The county court was occupied alt 
yesterday by n suit for damagcg 
brought by C. Ij. Billings, who was 
hurt while at work on the Pither & 
Lelsei- building in the employ of tlie 
contractors, Gribble & Slcene Limited. 
The suit is brought for $1,000 damages 
under the Employers' Liability act, 
under which it is'^nccessary to prove 
negligence on the part of tho contrac 
tors or their foremen. The accident 
oeciirrod June 10 last, when a plank 
and, it is believed, somo brlelc, toll on 
the plaintiff, injuring his head i;evere 
l.v and breaking his collar bono. Tho 
defense claims that he brought tho 
accident on himself by disobeying in 
.structions- 

JDe.scribing tlie affair the plaintiff 
said that he was a carpenter on tho 
btiilding and liad been ordered by tho 
foreman Da\'e lOViins, to loud 2.\1 lum 
ber on a hoist which conveyed it up to 
the sixth floor of the building. After 
making up the load he would ,take the 
guy rope and st&dy it till it was re- 
oeivedvftbove! atid -then return -to -his 
work ot coUectlMg the lumber ready 
lor another load, This last operation 
brpught hini , close ^ uha,6r the wall 
wiiere the'' liinjber wa^ piled. a,nd 
while thus engaged .he was struck on 
the head and'i shoulder., hy something 
which fell Irbm^ above. He did not 
know exactly what hit him, though as 
tile ease progressed it appeared to lie 
conceded that lie was bit by a piece ot 
plank wliieh hixd been jjlaced on tho 
top ,)f the wail wliero the liimljcr was 
unloaded to protect tlio fresh In-icli, 
, and which had been dislodged by a 
doad of ianibor sent up by tlie hoist. 

■When hurt he was taken home and 
afterwards sent to the hospital, wliere 
ho stayed till July 11. The day after 
he came out he wrote Gribble & Skene 
asking for compensation, and was re- 
ferred to Brett & Greer, agents for 
the Maryland Casualty Co., who. ap- 
parently ensure the lirm against acci- 
dents to their workmen. The negoti- 
ations whicli ensued were abortive and 
suit was brouglit. 

At the time of the accident witness 
wa.s getting $4 a day, or 50 cents an 
hour lor eiglit hours' work, but he had 
not been able to work steadily since, 
putting in in all about two months and 
a lialf since June. At present he was 
getting $2 a day, as lie was unable to 
do a lull day's work, lie had gone 
back to \vork for Gribble & Skene 
after he got better — he was under 13r. 
Praser's care for seven weeks, after- 
wards going to Dr. George ■ Hall — but 
was laid off after a few days, as he 
could not do the work. He had had 
several short jobs; but be got dizzy and 
was troubled.' Tyith bad" , headaches 
whenever he exSrted lilriiself very 
much, and was still unable to do the 
work he used to be able to db. He at- 
tributed this to the blow oh his hedd, 
as before the accident he had aJways 
enjoyed ..t.he best3,of health- , 

A fellow workman named Fraser 
who*WtfrttSd^thfe'adi'rIclf;''S)nfl<nsfai='tho 
statement that the plank on which the 
loads of lumber were received toy 
loosejy on the wall, andfthat It.^ell pn 
the plaintiff with* jome.jbrlck. Bte said 
that tlio daiiger onthd loose plank was 
pointed out "fOHh'e'<fbreman, who said: 
"To with the men." Other cor- 

roborative evidence was also called; 

The first witness for the defense was 
tlie foreman of the brlcldayers, a man 
named Grant, who testilied that all the 
men in ajiy 1-ilnd of a dangerous posi- 
tion v/ere warned, and that lie liad 
warned Billings the morning of the 
accident not to go underneath tho 
hoist. He said lie had asked for plank- 
ing to be placed on llie wall, as un- 
loading lumber on the green bricka 
damaged his brickwork. He thought 
the plank liad a guard on it. 

Dave Evans, foreman of the carjien- 
ters, swore tliat tho plank wa^i two 
Inches thick, and had another jiiece of 
two-inch plank nailed to its edge in- 
side the wall to prevent its slipping 
over. This had been done by his or- 
ders two or three weelcs before, and 
the planks were secured by four-inch 
nails. He explained tho action by 
saying tliat the weight of the load of 
lumber must have tipped the plank 
and split it, and said Billings had 
been warned to stand from under the 
hoist. He had had another man work- 
ing on tile hoist, but as he was alwa.vs 
talcing risk.", he liad let him go aiid 
|iut JJillings to do the work, thinking 
he would have more sense- He said 
the plaintiff wa.s a good workman. He 
denied stoutly that he had ever .said; 

"To with the men," when the daii- 

gci- of the loose plank was alleged to 
h.i\e lH!en iioint(;d out to him but 
stated that he was very etirefui of his 
men and had never had an accident 
before. Mr. Alkman cross-e.xajiiinod 
him ratlier closely on this point, but 
the witness quite held his own in a 
ratlier amuding interchange of sallies. 

It also transpired that the witnesses 
for the defense were no longer in the 
employ of Gribble & Skene, having 
left that firm last Saturday on ac 
count of S. cut in wages-

ed to the case, which is being tried 
before Judge Lanipman and a jury 
consisting of Joshua Klngham, fore 
man; P. J. Norria, J. D. Harrison, F,

Un- 
der the act the different judges liave 
to read their judgmenta in open court, 
and as som,o of thorn are Quite volum- 
inous, the process is- a lengthy one. 
Decisions iji two Of the cases argrued 
at this sitting ;y^ere «ildo' ^iven, namely 
in Arena ..vs;ilian'e,;-ah^:»'AritJstrorig vs.

The appeal Jn;.the,,,case of Armstrong 
vs. St. Eugene Mthirig company was 
dismissed, Mr. Justice Morrison read- 
ing the judgment of tho court. 

A new trial was ordered as prayed 
for in Falke vs. Swanson. The Judg- 
ment was .read by '.Mr; 'Justice. lirying, 
tho chief justice, and Mr, Justice 'Mor-' 
rlson concurring. 

The appeal was dismissed in the 
ca.se of the DeLaval Separator com- 
pany vs. Walworth.

HERE AND THERE 

Tlic4-i,> are very few newspaper 
writers ail'ted with the force and 
cliann of JJ;ii-oli.l Dca'l-iic, writer for 
the Liondon Chronicie. In lu.s visit to 
(.'anada latst summer, My. Begbie form- 
ed a very high estimate of lier ma- 
terial reisources and of her destiny as 
a great nation. But Mr. Begbie thinks 
he has discovered among Canadians a 
(lisi)osition . to reach out > to wards the 
ideals of the United States |tad t<> fol- 
low the tendencies of that nation. It 
was, perhaps, Inevitable that the visit- 
or from England should miss some- 
tliing of the deference thai is siiown Ijy 
working people in England to those 
ill superior position, and tliat his 
fastidious ear should be offended by 
the Canadian accent. 

Hut the impression, given* In his ar- 
ticle, that there is a prevailing tone 
of vulgarity In the manners of Ca- 
nadians, is one wltli which those fami- 
liar with our people are not px-eparod 
to agree. Mr. Begbie believes that all 
that is least admirable in the spirit of 
the American nation, has communicate 
ed itself to Canada. 

He says: "But I am persuaded that a 
far more subtle oonCUct is now taking 
place in Canada, a conflict wageil 
without noise of battle or flutter of 
pennon, a conflict between invincible 
hosts, and a conflict In which tlie fu- 
ture of the great Dominion is tlie spoil. 
'I'he contestatits are tho siiirit of .\ni- 
erica and the .spirit of (Jieat Britain, 
t'anada will remain 'Canada wliile 
ICurope stands, but whether she re- 
iiuilns British t:anada or American 
Canada waits upon the issue of this 
conflict. To whl(;h .--idc will C'.-inada 
incline? All wo can say for tlie 1110- 
nient is that she manifests no undying 
loyalty to those immemorial traditions 
of Great Britain which make tlie dif- 
ference between l?:nBland and Amer- 
ica." 

Perhaps, had .Mr. Begbie been in 
Canada when word of th(! victory of 
Pajirdeburg set tlie jmlscs of Ca- 
nadians bonnding, or when demon- 
strations of entiuisiastic joy. in which 
gra\'e men and sedate matrons gave 
vent to the long iient up fooling, 
greeted the tidings of the relief of 
.Mafeking or T.ailysin ith, he would have 
ftdt tliat l!ritish loyaU\-, so far from 
l)oing dead in tlw bo.soiiis of our peo- 
ple, had gnincd fi-esli life and vigor by 
being transplanted to ('ai)adiaii soil. 

There is a wiirnlng contained in the 
following paragraph; of this able ar- 
ticle w'.iich wi; would all do well to 
lieed, but thr<rc are very fc-w in Can- 
ada wIkj will i.igi-ee with the conclu- 
sions of the «-riter: 

"RcmenilK r that Canada is separ- 
ated from the British Isles by 3.000 
miles of ocean, and from the Ctiited 
States by an imaginary line. Against 
the sweetness and sobriety of the dis- 
tant ]!rili;li spirit there is opposed in 
this conflict of mind-forces t'.ie con- 
tiguous impulse of eiglil.\' millions of 
[leople. The trains of the two coun- 
tries by niglit and by day cross into 
rach other's territory. The excliange 
of ideas is as close as a ntiKhl «';■ 
.-■pealvliig to a friend across a garden 
wall. Far away is tho voice of his- 
toric England, quiet and calm with 
the wLsdom of the ages, gentle and 
forbearing with tho spirit of experi- 
ence. 'Wc glory In tribulations also: 
knowing that ti'tbulatlon worketh pat- 
ience; and patience, experience; and 
experience, hope; and hope mnketh 
not ashamed.' Close at the ear' Is 
tlio hot and lighting voice of America: 
'Ba strenuous, be pusliful; get rich, 
nccumulato dollars, become powerful; 
the object of life i.^ Mammon.* We 
are regarde('. ;v« jdd-fa.sli*one(l and 
tardy. .Vinerica.

It in/iy 
lie that only in these lovely islands, 
ennobleil by the iiieinory of Magna 
Chaita, consceriUed by the blood of 
the Puritans, holy wibii tho mu.^lc of 
Hhakeapeare and Milton, and glorious 
with tlie indufitry and Invention of a 
patient and peace-loving democracy; 



it may be that only in this atmos- 
phere, on this soil, and under tnese 
skies will the spirit flourish which 
made the soul of William Shakespeare 
cio wondrous proud of 'this blessed 
plot, this eartn, this realm, this Eng- 
land." "

hi.g stroll or a morning ramble. Such 
things are oft.:;n better worth talking 
about tluin many of the subjects ii]i- 
011 which we occupy our thoughts. 
How many people In Victoria could 
t< il what birds .are to be found in tho 
parks and fields during these January 
days? 'Who among us can see the 
signs of awakening life in tree or 
shrub? It would be better for us if 
we noticed such tilings more, even at 
the risk of being cauglit in a shower. 
To children especially, there Is a great 
pleasure In making aciiuaintance with 
nature. There Is a truth at the bot- 
tom of wliat is looked upon as aa 
educational fad by many poojile. U 
Is a revolt against the narrowing coii- 
llnement of idty life. If nature stud>- 
is pursued out-of-doors it does not 
greatly matter wlial its object Is. 
Whether the little ones collect and 
e.\aiiiine the stones and pebbles which 
are strewn on the beacli. or giither 
the Iltiwers by the way.'side, or watch 
the birds as they Hit froni tree to tree 
and listen to thetr songs, their hearts 
are illled with innocent curiosity and 
pure pleasure. ■ The .most thoughtless 
schoolgirl must. . experience a feeling 
of awe as $he 'watches tlie planets in 
the starlit Sky or' sees the tide roll In 
from the great ocean. 

It is only when sucli things are 
made a matter of dry routine that 
they lose their effect. To force a 
child to learn iibout nature from books 
or even from a living teacher is a 
great mistake and may lead to ti dis- 
like of the subject (hat is fatal. The 
mother who takes her boys and girls 
to tho park on a holiday and lets 
them spend the. day. In using their 
eyes and ears without other direction 
than an occasioiuil word of sympathy 
or encouragement, does tnore. to en- 
courage a love ot" nature than weeks 
of schoolroom study. Thef teacher 
who pursues the same plan, so far as 
it Is possible, with the larger number 
ho has to deal with, is the only one 
i who does effectual work. 
I Whether >f or our own or our chii- 
I drens sakes we should spend more 
I time amid those influences which lead 
I our thoughts from what Is pretty and 
I trivial and which fill us witli love and 
I reverence for the Mtiker of tliis beau- 
tiful world In which he has placed us.

WITH A BLIND_I\IATURALIST 

Clarence Hawkfes has written enter- 
tainingly and with a sure and confi- 
dent touch of the life In the open, and 
it is likely that few of his readers 
would surmise that he is a blind man. 
How he works and learns, and wiiat 
tho outdoors means to him, are per- 
liaps best glimpsed in the following 
interview with the blind naturalist. 

"it has seemed to, tt\& that the most 
impressive facts in the Storehouse of 
luiture are perceived or felt rather 
tiiaii seen with the eyes. Any farmer 
for example, might have seen the 
iligiit of water fowl which attracted 
tile aitontion of Bryant on that au- 
tumn afternoon, but only a poet could 
1ki \ c perceived the great truthi of God 
in nature, and the deep significance of 
the spring and fall migration. There- 
lore, I contend that an understanding 
heart Is as important in nature study 
as a bright pair of eyes, and even more 
so. 

"When \-on sit on the cushion of 
I'ragr.uit needles at the foot of the old 
])ine and bold your breath do you 
laiow tiial tiiere is a jay's nest in the 
top of this old tree. But neither the 
)iine needles nor tho brown .COnes told 

the secret. l3o you hear, the- soft call 
ami the tlutler of wlngS, as the Old 
lay Mew away, and then a Strident 
isq'mnvli in a distant tree top? Ten to,- 
one this l;i.\- is a thief who has dlsposv' 
sessed llie rightful owner of the nest. 

• wiiat was that rustle in the thicket 
vondor, a rabbit or a squirrel? Nei- 
ther, for rabbits -stay on the ground 
and squirrels do not climb anything bo 
siimder as witch hasiel. It was a bird, 
jirobably some vlreo or thrush. How 
do 1 know tho thicket is witch: hazel? 
Why should I not? Tho most inotlce- 
ablo scent in the fragrance'' of the 
woods which the morning sun is steep- 
ing is til" smell of witch hazel. 

"Did vou hear tho swish of a bough 
as it sprttng back to Its accustomed 
iilace'.' 'LMiai was a squlrrel.i'L-Ho" likes 
to jump from the branplios oi one 
I ree t (-> ^alotho^, maklpg his' way 
through tho woods, without, touching 
his dainty feet to Mother ,5^rth. You 
did not see hlin? Walt till he sees 
you and what a scolding and barking 
iio will sot up because yoti have in- 
vaded hia private domains. Listen! 
Now ho is ch.attering away like a small 
fury. 'I'lio jay will hear him and shout 
the news from his tree-top: 'Ipok oiit,- 
two men in tho wood.s — still' sitting 
under tl/o old pIno.' The jay is\a busy; 
l(dl-tiilo. and he has saved many .' a. 
game bird In his time by hlsvw^rnjngs;- 

"Mad I not been given thevkeenest 
of vision for tho nrat-' lourte.qn yetirs 
of n\y Ufe( and had:' not ! those yotmg 
eves been over alerf for- new Impres- 
slmia, I should have, despaired of pur- 
suing nature studies.: In after, yeai^s. 
But in some mysterious mcnnor ^the 
sensitive plates exposed in my youth 
secured perfect pictures of each, pass-^ 
lug season and of a' multitude of the 
varying asppots of nature. For twen- 
ty-two years those plants have lo- 
malnod In ithfi'dark room of the soul 
until today each Jllm holds u picture 



of remarkable brilliancy and fldelity to 
detail. Only the slightest sound or 
scent Is needed to slip the slide and 
throw the picture on the screen of my 
memory. The 'honk' of a wild goose, 
for example, iiriiigs back to me with 
startling clearness that morning in the 
fog in the pasture, and .again I see the 
flock rushing southwanl." — From Tho 
Outing ^Magazine.

Tells of "Find— Revenue 
Cutter Investigates 



Further; inyestignttdh b.f fthe reports 
from: Bstevari Point 'of''' the' -finding of 
wreckage,- ihcliiding the ornamented 
lifeliuoy' t'iirved in wood and marked 
Hartfleld, Liverpool, with pencil, al- 
though showing there is occasion for 
an.xietv concerning the British .ship 
Hartlleld, fully due from Valparaiso in 
ballast for Port Townsend, does not 
necessarily indicate that the ship lias 
met with disaster. Mr. Howard, who 
was engaged In the installation of tlie 
wireless telegrapli station at i-^slevan 
Point, was fine (.if the party which pa- 
trolled the lieacli and rocky fnrcsiiore 
In that neigliborhood for some miles 
following the rejinrts of tlio \vr;'ck;ige 
coming ashore. He luis arrived in Vic- 
toria and states tliat the wreckiige, 
concerning which the wireles.s tele- 
graphic desjiatcli was received from 
iCstevan Point station via Ptiehena, 
was found about two weeks ago. There 
was a small boat, cabin doors, life- 
boat gear, and a wooden lifebuoy car- 
ved from wood, seemingly a small or- 
nament such as seamen hank In their 
cabins. There were no spars, or such 
gear as would be expected to ootne 
ashore if a sailing ship had been lost 
in the vicinity. , 

The United States revenue cutter 
Perrv, Capt. G. C. Carmine, arrived in 
port "yesterday liavlng lieen despatched 
to investigate the reports, wliieli were 
taken to indicate that the Hartlleld 
was lost and that possible survivors

"The Hartneld.was a full-rlgged ship 
with double- topgallant royals, and skyr' 
sails. " Only' very 'lofty vessels Will 
stand' suCli--a 'iig as that. ' Sh-o- was a 
pretty 'sight 5on the water. .The colors 
of the . flrm-iwerev ch^^^ 
green bottoms, and 'all' above tho dock, 
masts;; yards, rigging and all, was 
white."

"Now, when you think of all 'ho 
canvas aloft on tho Hartfleld you might 
iihagtno that she cnpsiy.ed In the heavy 
blows, owing to so much stiil on lier, 
although Capt. Sandison was a good 
sailor. On that trip up from San .Di- 
ego he took down tho royal yards and 
skysails. Ho h(id never been in Puget 
Sound waters that I ;kno\y of, but all 
the coast waters are about tho ,same, 
and this is his third successive year 
on the Pacific. 

"Capt. Sandison is • a Scotchman, 
from Glasgow. Before he went with 
Walmslev & Co. he was wltli the Sierra 
line, .sailing out from Liverpool to 
Calcutta and tlie ?::ast Indies. Ho was 
42 vears old, and married, with a wife 
ami daughter. I hardly think it possi- 
l)le that his faiiilly could have Iieen 
with the ship, as it Is one of the strict 
rules of the lirm tliat the cavtalns' 
wivi s shall not go on voyages. Only 
once in the history of the company did 
it liar.iieii, and that was when Capt. 
Tlionias .Davies, tho commotlorc of tho 
licet, got a special permit. He was on 
the Harl field before Capt. Sandi.son. 
He iiroke Ills leg 'at, Rotterdam In 1903, 
.and C-ipt. San^lsort Joined us there, to 
succeed him. 

"Now, of course, until wo get more 
news of the wreck you can only guess 
what might have liappened. Only two 
things could liave occurred, either .■jlio 
capsized at sea, or tho ballast shifted 
tmd site drifted ashpre and was crush- 
ed on the rocks.

emelters In that country, the output 
of the mines there were, for the Uist 
two months of 1907 considerably^ cur- 
tailed. Fortunately, however, the lat- 
ter trouble has been adjusted, and 
there Is every evidence of an Increase 
ill the price of metals including copper, 
Bilver and lead. The actual receipts 
from the inetalliforoiis and non-nic- 
talUferous mines oC the province for 
the yeai is, approximately, $30,000,000. 
This Is an increase of, approximately, 
$4,500,000 over tho receipts of 190G. 
It is particularly gratifying to note an 
liicrease in tonnage and receipts from 
the coal mines of the province, the In- 
crease in this connection alone amoiint- 
irig to about $3,000,000, and It Ik an- 
ticipated that the next year's output 
of coal will be far more largely in- 
creased, owing to the douliling oC tho 
capacity of the Crow's Nest mines 
dnd the active operation of tho C. 1'. 
3B. collieries ,at Hosmer, B. C wlilch 
give every indication- of -a'' steadily 'in- 
creasing output. 

Lumbering and Milling 
■ "In the lumbering and milling In- 
dusUie.s, tho condition.s have not boon 
as favorable as thoy might be, owing 
to the linanclal stringency which has 
g-reatly affected every part of tliis 
continent, fortunately in a less degree 
in British Columbia than elsewhere. 
The demand for the product of our 
mills in the prairie country and abroad 
has| greatly fallen off. However, the 
nlr seems to have cleared, the financial 
panic seems to liavo boon about ex- 
Iiausted, and the mllhnen of tiie In- 
terior are making preparations for a 
very largely increased output for the 
coming season. AA'liUe dealing with 
the situation of the lumber industry, 
..I would like to make.;. a. few sugges- 
Itions in counection vtihietevVIth. Com- 
ing, aa I,do, from, a constituency where 
the. bp^atlona ' in this direction. , are 
yer^v^js^tefislVe, I have naturally fallen 
very ma'ch-'lii contact with the oper- 
Vators who are engaged in this Indus- 
'ftry; ' The regulations 'under which: the 
IhduBtry is governed,' provides for a 
survey being made of the lands held 
under special Jincenses -before • any 
timber can be removed. 

Makes Suggestions 
"Now~, in the staking of timber lim- 
its, like the staking of mineral claims, 
which in their initial staking, do not 
require any survey, it Is found that 
many mlstaiios have occurred in do- 
scrl))tions, and so on, of these holdlngK. 
In many instances a claim which Is 
supposed to cover a mile of country is 
found, on a sui-vey being made, to con- 
tain much less, and often, too, It is 
found that in the case of adjoining

that a case of this kind would cer- 
tainly be entitled to some consider- 
ation, and I would suggest that the 
act be so amended as to give the tim- 
ber holders some little concession in 
tho v.'ay r£ grade covering a period of, 
say of thirty days, and subject lo" a 
payment if necessary of .some further 
fee, in order that his holdings would 
not bo forfeited In such a way.

Agriculture and Horticulture ' 

"It Is with pleasure wo have to re- 
cord, as the speecii from the throne In- 
dicates, a year of great activity of 
agriculture and horticulture, it Is very 
gratifying to note that our fruit dis- 
plays, in tho able hands of Mr. Palmer, 
our commissioner of freight rales, and 
I\lr. iSurrell, a fruit grower ot the 
Boundary countrj', are attracting so 
much attention at the dlfterent exhi- 
bitions in the old country, whore they 
are being, at the present time, display- 
ed. It Is gratifying to learn that a 
number of prizes for fruit has again 
fallen to the province of British Co- 
lumbia, in competition with tho whole 
world; I 

Civil Service Reform. 

Reference is made-Jn the sRefech to 
the introduction of .a- hteasuro apply- 
ing to the civil service and the estab- 
lishment of a superannuation fund for 
those engaged in the civil service of 
the province. While the service- and 
tho oniclals connected thorowltli arc 
second to none on this continent, I 
feel convinced all will agree with me 
that a reform In tho .system of ap- 
liointmonts by a provision for ciualify- 
ing examinations before a board of 
examiners, will have a tendency to 
further extend the standard of ef- 
ticicney in this direction, to keep pace 
with the retiulrements and growing 
development of the province. Tho 
featii'rie of establishment of a super- 
annuation, fund must, I am sure, ap 
peal to' us' all, and especially to those 
who are, associated "'with the service. 
Whllef the bill Is ji«>t before us, and I 
am not acquainted with Its provisions,' 
I woiild: .stippois^tliat an: a^iowttnce Is 
made from the ' general reveniies ot 
the country for a nucleus for this fund 
whiclj will be further augmented and 
supplemented by further yearly or 
monthly allowances from the salaries 
of civil servants of the province. A.-i 
an old civil servant of tho province, I 
heartily approve of legislation in thiti 
'direction and extend iu.\- tlianks to the 
•provincial secretary for his attention 
to this important question. 

Change. .In Fiscal Year. 

A change. In tlte fiscal year,, out- 
lined In the .speiech,' from . June 30, as 
at present* .to April, will, 1 am con- 
vinced, be.iottBid si move In the right 
direction, especially In' the department 
of publlc"^\\forlcs; Under "the present 
•lystem ,the public works of the prov- 
ince are, generally delayed very ■ ma- 
terially, through the* fact' that the fiscal 
yeaf does, not begin until July 1, and, 
as a- consequence, the appropriations 
voted by the different sessions hold, as 
a,rule,'iin the early months of the 
year, are not aVailible at the thne of 
J'ear when a great ' deal of valuable 
work could well bo undertaken, besides 
which the change will have, the ad- 
vantage of making our fiscal, year cor- 
respond with that of Ottawa. 

Question of Surveys. 

The question of surveys in tho prov- 
Ince.Ii one which. li.as often lieen under 
disoussion^in this legislature, and is 
one too, of utmost importance, to the 
provlncei., The cost entailed in a sys- 
tem of extensive stirveya in a province 
presenting the extraordinary physical 
conditions of British Columbia must 
be enormotis, but it is fortunate, in- 
deed, that the ox])anding revenues of 
the province appear to make it pos- 
sible, in the near future, to make con- 
siderable progress in this direction to 
keep pace with what Is anticipated will 
shortly be a very active development, 
especially In the noithern part of the 
jn-ovlnce- 

Presents the Address. 

I liavc, therefore, Mr. Speaker, much 
pleasure in moving the following res- 
olutions: 

.Mr;- Taylor ihoyed, aeconded by Mr. 
Schofleld: 

That a humhle address t>e presented 
to his honor the lleutenaht-governpr, 
to thank his honor for his gracious 
speech at th?! opening of the ^present 
session, and further to assure his hon- 
or that: 

1. We are pleased to toe congratu- 
lated on the prosperity which during 
the past year' has prevailed in nearly 
all lines of trade and industry In this 
province. 

2. We shall peruse with great Inter- 
est the report and recommendations 
of the commission on irrigation, tho 
appolhtment of which was authorized 
last session, and we shall carefully 
consider any legislation Introduced to 
secure a more equitable and efficient 
system of distribution of water fori 
irrigation purposes. 

3. We think"^ the largo increa.'^e In 
immigration, with the consequent do- 
tnand for land under pre-emptions, 
warrants his honor's government In 
asking that a larger sum than usual 
be placed In' the estimates for an ox- 
tension of our provincial surveys. 

5. We shall carefully consider any 
easure laid before us with a- view to 
the restriction 'of the immigration of 
undesirable persons. 
5. Tho construction of railways 
ould doubtless be encouraged and ex- 
pedited by a measure exempting- from 
taxation for a period of ten years from 
time of completion certain railways al- 
ready authorized. 

AVe are pleased to bo informed 
thiit there will bo submittod to us tho 
report of tho honorable the first min- 
ister touching Ills mission to London 
as a representative of his honor's 
government, to lay before the Imperial 
government the fact of the refu.s:il of 
the federal government to onl(!rt.aln 
British Columbia's claim for more ade- 
quate and equitable treatment In the 
matter of provincial subsidies. 

7. We consider a more efllcipnt ser- 
vice In tho conduct ot onr inihlic liusi- 
ncss would bo (^ITncfod liy a measiiro 
regulating the civil service and creat- 
ing a superannuation fund, 

8. Wo agree with his lionor that tho 
necessity of our youth going abroad 
ti/ ijorfect thomselve.i in tho arts and 
sciencOK would bo largely obvintiul by 
the establishment of a provincial uni- 
versity. 

It. Wo deem it .■idvl.sablo for the 
more convenient prosecution of public 
works under appropriation by tho 
legislature, and with the object "f 
securing uniformity between the' fed- 
eral and pro\'lnclal .^.v;ilcni.s in the 
method of accounting ;uid in the col- 
lection of .'3tatl.'3tics, that the com-

Vancouver, Jan. 17;— Tl^a.t:the; gener- 
al hospital is being "gold' brlcicea''^was 
tlie iiolnt of the chief discussion at the 
liospltal board meeting last night. The 
point brought out is not by any means 
ri new one, but the manner in which 
it was shown up last night was most 
.striking, and the board was unanimous 
in the declaration that the matter must 
• be dealt witli In a firm manner. 

It was stated that the local physi- 
cians were securing the admission of 
their patients to .the. private wards of 
the hospital, assuring the officials that 
the parties were able to pay for the ac- 
commodation. On the .strength of these 
statements tiie management of the 
hospital did not press for payment for 
the privileges of the institution during 
the period of the sloliness of the -pat- 
ient, but allowed matters to slide along. 
But it had been found, time and time 
again, that when the bill was later 
, presented to the party no attention 
Whatever was paid to the debt. The 
' consequence was that the hospital 
board was losing a considerable por- 
tion of the returns it expected to re- 
ceive from Its private wards. 

A number of the board were of the 
. opinion that the doctors who secured 
admission of the patients should stand 
good for tlie bills. Others suggested 
that some responsible person should 
guarantee payment in cases where the 
liatients were not known to the au- 
thorltlos. 

.After iengtliy and pointed discussion 
the . following resolution ivas presented 

■ ;;;,by:., 'Mr. Salisbury, was unanimously 
•.'adopted: "That all private and semi- 
private patients pay their fees weekly 
in advance'vand that all accounts be 
rendered every Monday morning. 

"Provided that the patient shall have 
the option of giving the hospital a 
sufflcient understanding that the ac- 
count will be paid when the jjatient 
fd^^^'Ves.. , tlje ho-spital. The patient's 
.(Standing must be guaranteed by some 

■ person or persons acceptable ,'to: the 



hospital authorities; all accounts 
against private and semi-private ward 
patients bo handed to the medical 
staff."

Jane Fisher, ?2; Henderson Directory,

■ The report of the work of the Insti- 
tution for December showed that 5,093 
days' treatment had been given whites, 
of vvhOrn 246 had been admitted, and 
216 were still in the hospital. in the 
Oriental ward 650 days' treatment had 
been given covering 19 cases admit- 
ted, fourteen Of whom were still re- 
ceiving treatment. In the isolation 
hospitals 19 persons had been admitted 
and 686 days' treatment given. The 
maternity ward had attended to 16 new 
cases. Involving 262 days' treatment.

Six 
streams were directed Into No. 1 hatch 
and five into No. 2, wiiile steam I'ronii 
the ship's boilers was forced into the 
foroppalt In case any lire had found its 
way til ere. 

The lire originated a little to tho 
port side, betv.'een ■ the two iiatches. 
Had it occurred during tlie day con- 
siderable damage might have been pre- 
vented Ijy jettisoning the burning bales, 
hut in the dark it was necessary to 
pump a mass of water into the vessel 
and' deluge the flames. Fortunately, 
there was no cargo in tlie lower hold, 
and the water went into tlu; depths of 
the vessel, doing no damage, only to 
be pumped out again. However, what 
cotton was not damaged by fire was 
rendered valueless by water, so that it 
is believed the entire 611 bales will bo 
a total loss. 

A hastv e-tamlnatlon showed that 
some of the deck plates were buckled 
by the heat. Those plates raised from 
a fore-and-aft beam just above tho 
blaze. .It Is not' thought that any fur- 
ther structural^ damage was doAe, but 
the underwriter^, and. surveyors will be 
on band early. tod^v -to make a.detall- 
ed examlnitton. The'iCOtton is valued 
at about $34,000. .at was < consigned to 
Japan. Being waterrsoaked, such of it 
as Is not burned Is valueless for ex- i 
port. 

Capt. Carlich and Chief OtlicerRico| 
were both at liieir homes in Tacoma | 
when the fire took i)lace, but soon | 
reachc^d the vessel. None, could form 
any idea how the lire originated, and | 
it "i.s considered to have been due to 
spontaneiiuK combustion. 

AVhile the lire was in r>i'ogress th% 
vessel took a iironounccd li.st to star- 
boai-d. Being .empty in the lower hold 
and with soiiie cargo in the 'tween- 
dcclvs, the Tremont was tender and 
listed easily. 

That the blaze woidd have been a 
most serious one had it not been dis- 
covered early in Its progress is beyond 
question. In a few minutes more tlie 
forepart of the vessel would have been 
a roaring furnace and heavy damage 
would have resulted. As it is, the darn-- 
age is cotnparatively ligiit and ft'ily 
Insured. A. T. Prichard, local repre- 
sentative of I'Yank Wateriiouso & Co., 
stated that he believed no structural 
damage liad been done to the vessel.' 

The Tr(.'ninnt Is a steel twin screw 
steamer registering si.Oou tons gross and 
C.195 net. She Is a sister sliip of the 
Shawnuit, which left recently for Man- 
ila. 'I'he Tremont was built in 1902 1)y 
the Maryland Steel C;ompany, at Spar- 
row Point, Maryland, and is owned by 
the Boston Steamship Comjiany.
